A KATY*WRECK. 


It Occurred on the High Lioe at 
O’clock This Morning. 


There was a freight wreck on 
the High line of the M., K. & T.

The train of ten cars, eastbound, 
was in charge of Conductor M. L.

It was bowling along at a speed of 
not to exceed ten miles an hour 
when the accident occurred, and 
that no one was injured and no 
more serious damage resulted was 
due to the slow rate of speed being 
maintained. 
The third car from the caboose 
was a Swift & Co. refrigerator, 
loaded with meat.

trucks jumped the rails about ten 
car lengths from the cattle guard, 
and then squared itself across the 
guard. 
The car in front of the re­ 
frigerator shot out at one angle, 
while the car that followed went 
in another direction, 
the three

between high enbankments.

Carelessness Caused an Expen- 
\ 
sive Wreck. 


EXPLOSION OF BOILER. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit 
of “ BemocraU' Readers. 


Although ten days have passed 
since the tragic Northern Pacific 
wreck in Kendrick canyon, Idaho, 
and the body of the fourth and last 
dead trainman has been taken out, 
the mass of railroad iron has not 
been carried away. 
It is piled so 
highfthat it has turned the channel 
of Pot^Latch creek. 
The inquiry into the cause of the 
wreck, just concluded, shows that 
the trainmen were at fault. 
They 
had eighteen flat cars loaded with 
steel rails for the Clearwater cut­ 
off and 
two locomotives. 
They 
should have divided the train be­ 
fore starting down the tremendous 
2 per cent grade in the canyon, as 
the tracks 
were slippery with a 
light snow. 
The heavy load got beyond con­

OVER THE CLIFFS.

In my different wanderings through 
foreign lands I had more than once 
heard of the wonderful darings and 
dangers of bird-catchers and egg- 
seekers at St. Kilda and the adjacent 
islands along the western coast of 
Scotland, and I resolved at length to 
pay a visit to that rocky shore, and see 
if there was one human being would 
dare more than I. 
When the proper time came for me 
to go, I went; and well do I remember 
the secret delight which the first sight 
of the beetling cliffs and crags of that

nothing more wild and terrible. 
Up we toiled and struggled and 
tumbled, over rocks upon rocks, till at 
last we reached a craggy point that 
overhung the boiling surf at a height 
nf nearly 2,000 feet. 
“Dare you stand beside me here.^ 
faid the kilted Scotchman, as 
he 
took his position npon the extpeme 
ver-^e of the beetling crag, from which 
a single error of balance would have 
sent him to eternity. 
I stepped to his side, and, slightly 
bending oyer the awful abyss, h'okvd 


as calnVly'do'wu as i f gazing upon a 
still pond at the depth of 20 feet. Si­ 
lently and keenly the rough, bold is­ 
landers cved me for a few moment.', 
V 
and tlicri, exchanging quick glances 
and slightly nodding their heads, they 
murniiirid their approbation. 
Thcv then asked me if J was still 
desirous of making the perilous de­ 
scent. 
I replied in the aifinnative, 
but added that, as I wa- wholly unac­ 
quainted with the modus operandi, I 
would like one of the party to go first

At last wo lay down on the edge of 
the projecting rock and let ourselves

As the 
cliff at its summit projected far over 
its base, we, of course, lost sight of the 
party above at once, and were now 
suspended far from 'the precipitous 
rocks, which we could reach only by 
swinging ourselves into them, or be­ 
ing swung thither by the breeze which 
now played iis about as 1 liave seen 
spiders when lianging from a tall for­ 
est tree by a mere thread. 
‘TIow do you like it?” shouted rny 
companion, when we liad descended 
nearly a thousand feet ,to where tlie 
high waves could he seen dashing in 
fury below us, and the roar of ocean 
rolled up so heavily, with its reverlier- 
ations among the hollow rocks, that 
the loudest human voice was little 
more than a v;h;spcr. 

I shouted hack, 
lie then, bv signs, inquired 
if I 
would like to enter a hug^ cavern op­ 
posite our position, whose Idaek 
mouth looked as if it might open into 
the bottomless pit. 
Of course there was hut one an­ 
swer forme to such a question, and the 
next minute we were swingiiigtoward 
the point by an oscillatory motion 
which he knew how to communicate 
to the rope. 
Backward and forward 
we now swung swiitly through the 
breezy air, each pendulous vibration 
sending us farther out 
from, and 
bringing us nearer toward.^ the dark 
opening. 
A flock of wild sea-fov Is, 
which this attempt had disturbed, 
now^ darted swiftly around us and 
screamed out their anger at this in­ 
trusion upon their natural domain. 
ex- 
"'Now, then, have a care! 
claimed the Scotchman, in his pe­ 
culiar dialect. 
^AVe are about 
to 
reach the cave. 
Look out foi 
the 
rocks! 
Look out for 
your 
foot­ 
hold!” 
One more swing, that sent us far 
out over the iea, and back wc came, 
clear up to the mouth of the cave, ily 
companion grasped the rock and held 
on. 
I attempted to do so, but my 
hands seized a loose, crumbling stone 
and detached it. 
It fell, struck the 
strand which connected our 
ropes, 
severed it as if it were a thread, and 
then went thundering down into the 
foaming waters. With the loss of my 
hold I again swung outward and went 
whirling around like a top, till I be­ 
came so dizzy and confused that I lost 
all power of sight and guidance, and 
for the time gave myself up as lost. 
TLe Scotchman shouted to m.e,,bv^ 


tile ro'anng of the breakers'^'below 
drowned liis voice, so that J could not 
distinguish a single word. 1 fctili went 
swinging to and fro, winding up raid 
unwinding, till 1 grew v.uakaiid sick 
and began to vomit, 
l now for the 
first time wislicd mvselt safely on the 
height above, but never cxpeclcd to 
reach it again. 
Thus I swung for at least half an 
hour, the vibrations growing less and 
less every iniiiute, till at last the rope 
became coinparaiively still. On again 
looking for my companion I could no­ 
where see him; but as his rope was 
fastened ins id* e the cave, I hoped he 
might be there. 
Sure enough, in 
about a quarter oi an hour he reap­ 
peared. and seeing that I had l:eeonie 
almost stationary, or only swayed by 
tlie breeze, he prc])ared himself to 
reattach iny rope to bis.

but no sooner was I safe on the rocky 
l^eight above than a ncr\ous trem­ 
bling seized me, and I fainted, prob­ 
ably more from exhaustion and pain, 


h o w e v e r ,than from any mental cause. 
I remained a month on the island 
before I fairly recovered the use of 
my arms. I did not, during my stay, 
make another venture myself, but I 
went daily to witness others, and 
found great delight in the wild sport.

A NOW FAMOUS DECISION 


The Beferee Tells Why He 
Jéflñries Strongrer Than Shar- 
y 
kej" at the Close 


On Tuesday afternoon, in St. 
Louis, a reporter sat beside R ef­ 
eree George Siler in the Coliseum 
and watched the pictures of the 
Jeffries-Sharkey fight. 
A small bey with big black eyes 
came and sat beside them and 
listened to Siler talking 
to the 
newspaper man. 
W hen the exhibition was over 
and Siler’s decision was hissed as 
usual the famous referee, the news­ 
paper man 
and the small boy 
w ^^ed out of the building to- 
gi%er. 
A s they walked the small boy 
said : 
“ That’s George Siler, ’aint it.? 
H e’s the man that gave JeffricR 
the fight, ’aint he? 
W ell, I don’t 
think he did right. 
You saw the 
fight, too, didn’t you? 
N ow , you 
don’t think Jeffries was entitled to 
the decision, do you?” 
“ N o ,” said the newspaper man ; 
“ I thought it should have been a 
draw.” 
“ N o ,” said the little fellow. 
“ Y ou ’re wrong, too. 
Sharkey did 
the best.” 
A ll this time Siler was listening 
good naturedly and saying noth­ 
ing. 
'The hisses and the comment have 
n 
effect on the famous referee. As 
he puts i t : 
“ The referee is thereto be shot 
at. 
He cannot please everyone. 
He is blessed if he does and blessed 
if he doesn’t. 
You and others are 
carried away with the brave and 
manly stand made by Sharkey all 
through the fight. 
“ Your sympathies and that of 
many more are naturally with the 
smaller man, 
I saw it all without 
a speck of sentiment. 
I only knew 
that at the end Jeffries was much 
the stronger man, and that his fear­ 
ful punishment of Sharkey in the 
closing rounds demanded a verdict 
in his favor. 
“ That it was a hard battle to 
judge no one can deny, for from 
the first part of it, frorri the work 
of the men, no one could tell for a 
moment who was going to win.

N e w Y o r k , Dec. 25.— A circu­ 
lar letter, just transm itted by A rch­ 
bishop Corrigan to the cleigy of 
the diocese, makes known the fact 
that the Catholic authorities in 
Rom e have issued an im portant de­ 
cree bearing on the celebration of 
the jubilee of the holy year. 
One effect of this decree, it is 
said, will be to make difficult the 
marriage of a Catholic and a P rot­ 
estant by a priest in the year 1900. 
Such marriages in the Catholic 
church are allowed only by dispen­ 
sation of the bishops, but for the 
holy year this power of dispensa­ 
tion is suspended. 
The marriage of a Catholic and 
a Protestant by a priest, 
or a 
mixed marriage, as it is called 
among Catholics, 
is allowed by 
dispensation that removes irregu­ 
larities and impediments. 
Archbishop Corrigan, in the cir­ 
cular to his clergy, says that the 
pope suspends certain faculties to 
ordinaries of dioceses, “ so that, at 
this 
season 
particularly, 
Rome 
should be the real fountain of 
mercy and spiritual favors for the 
Catholics of the entire w orld.” 
This is understood in Catholic 
circles to mean that only by apply­ 
ing direct to Rome shall dispensa­ 
tion be granted during the year 
1900.

Scientific Opinion on the Homely Mattel 
of House Shades. 
The remarkable and widely-vary­ 
ing properties of the elementary col­ 
ors which compose white light sug­ 
gest that the employment of screens 
as in the blinds placed over our win­ 
dows should be founded on a scien­ 
tific basis, says the London Lancet. 
Our knowledge of the properties of 
each individual section of the spec­ 
trum is not exact, but this much we 
do know, that the rays of least re- 
frangibility, the red ray§^ are with­ 
out direct chemical effects, they oc­ 
cur at the heat end of the spectrum. 
On the other hand, the rays of the 
highest refrangibility contain the vio­ 
let rays which chemically are exceed­ 
ingly active. 
It is these rays which 
are concerned in photography 
and 
doubtless also in the great processes 
of vegetable nutrition and growth. 
The object of blinds is, of course, two­ 
fold—to keep a room cool and to 
screen out some of the light, so as to 
avoid the bleaching of coloring me- 
terials of the carpets and furniture. 
At the same time sufficient light must 
be admitted so that the occupant may 
see without difficulty. What then is 
the best color for this purpose? Since 
light exerts the peculiar action due 
to the actinic ravs which materially 
V’ 
mf 
and wholesomely affect the air of a 
dwelling room care should obviously 
be taken not to exclude all the rays 
that are so concerned. This ru b /o r 
orange-red material would be contra­ 
indicated. Abundance of light is in­ 
imical to the life of micro-organisms, 
GO that a material in some shape of 
a compromise should be selected. The 
best for this purpose is probably a 
delicately ocher-colored fabric. This 
would screen part of the active light 
rays, and if of a fair thickness the 
greater part of the heat rays, while 
admitting sufficient active rays to al­ 
low of a wholesome effect upon the 
room and its surroundings. Venetian 
blinds do not allow of the granulation 
which is desirable, of the tone of light 
which may lie adjusted with cloth fab­ 
ric. As is well known, exclusively red 
light has been used as a therapeutic 
agent, and apparently with encourag­ 
ing results, in measles. — Scientific 
American. 


SMOKE VERSUS FISH. 


Battle 
in 
Which 
Reptile Worsted a 
Three Pound Pickerel. 
IiC}iort^ h.ave been received from 
several localities in the state, says the 
Miniua|>olis I'rihune, that big water 
snakes are working havoc among the 
pickerel and bass. These snakes are 
harmless, but if forced to fight with 
man or iish they can put up a good 
scrap. Their bile, while not poison­ 
ous, is extremely painful, and every 
one gives Iheni a wide berth. 
In liot days they 
crawl to the 
branches of the low biislies on the 
shore of the bogs and sun themselves 
in contentment. ^lany of the reptiles 
will measure over ten feet, and few of 
them have ever been captured. 
If a person approaches them while 
thev apparently are sleeping on the 
bushes and attempts to hit them with 
sticks or stones they fall quickly into 
the water and escape harm. 
John Xey, a fisherman, recently re­ 
ported to the commission that he 
had, while making a trip around one 
of the lakes in the upper part of the 
state, found a big water snake with 
a fair sized pickerel in its grasp. The 
fish must have weighed in the vicinity 
of three pounds, and a fight was on. ^ 
The snake 
slowly uncoiled his 
body, when the pickerel darted out 
and quickly turned, making a swift 
lunge for the snake. 
The latter, 
however, grabbed the fish by the head 
and held him fast. 
In the course of three or four min­ 
utes the snake again uncoiled 
his 
body and the pickerel, with a few 
faint motions, came to the top of the 
water for air. The snake lay still, but 
as the fish showed signs of returning 
life he again grabbed him by the head. 
Then the body of the fish began 
to disappear slowly, and at last there 
was no more pickerel in sight. 


Killed by Hi3 Own Medicine. 


An Eastbourne doctor has been the 
victim of his own medicine. He made 
up a draught for a patient, putting 
in by mistake strychnine instead of 
chloroform, and when she complained 
that it made her sick, got angry, and 
to prove that the medicine was all 
right swallowed half the contents of 
the bottle himself. He immediately 
recognized the symptoms of strych­ 
nine poisoning, used a stomach pump 
and other means to destroy the ef­ 
fects, but died soon after.

Lapse

Leaving one of life’s mysteries for­ 
ever unsolved and unsolvable, Mrs.

Days passed into weeks, weeks into 
months; still Mrs. Gorman delayed 
her arrival. 
Alarmed, and fearing 
the woman might have met 
with 
some accident, her friends tried to 
trace her movements from the time 
she left her home. They found that

Van Siclen, who 
is often seen at the office of the 
Free State consulate,

“ H ow do these men get to the 
Transvaal? 
Do you refer them to 
Doctor Muller at the Hague? W hy 
do they come to you?” 
T o each of these questions Mr. 
V an Siclen replied : 
“ I refuse to answer.” 
The letter 
to 
Mr, Ritchey is 
signed by 
Mr. George W . Van 
Siclen, presumably the person re­ 
ferred to in the dispatch printed in 
the Republic. 
Mr. Van Siclen inclosed in his 
letter an appeal to Americans in 
behalf of the Boers,

liberal donations of money to aid

tains an appeal to Americans to 
remember their own struggle for 
independence and join the ranks 
under Kruger’s banner.

raigned. 
It was claimed that the of­ 
fenses with w’hich 
these 
prisoners 
were charged w*ere characteristic of 
the inclinations of the criminal classes 
of their nationalities. 
T h e first prisoner was an Italian, 
Lucian Salvini, charged w*ith stab­ 
bing a man in. the back, illustrating 
the treacherous character of the crim­ 
inal Italian. 
The French criminal, 
sly and crafty, was personified in A r ­ 
thur Le Due, arraigned for stealing 
a w*atch from the person. 
Follow*ing 
him was a phlegmatic German, w*ho, 
having deviated from the exceptional 
honesty of his fellow-countrymen, and 
being possessed of a desire to steal, 
took the largest article insight, which 
])roved to be a bicycle. A negro, A l ­ 
fred Gook, was the fourth prisoner. 
He had shot a man in revenge.

down in iiis theory as to this man, 
exct"*pt as to his revengeful naUir*'.
